What About AA? 


Criticism ... 


Editor: 

...I1 take exception to the article 
on page 19 (OH, March ’53) cover- 
ing your reporter’s interview with 
Dr. S. C. Franco of Consolidated 
Edison Co., New York City, entitled 
New Approach to Fighting Alcohol- 
ism. In this article, Dr. Franco 
states, “No, AA isn’t the answer. 
AA is for the fellow who is really 
down and out...” 

Permit me to say that as a mem- 
ber of Alcoholics Anonymous for 
over two years, I have had the plea- 
sure of meeting many members who 
are industrial executives, bank of- 
ficials, lawyers, doctors, clergymen 
and some of the top-rated personal- 
ities of the entertainment world who 
are not, and, like myself, never have 
been “down and out.” This condi- 
tion may have been avoided by the 
acknowledgement of the disease of 
alcoholism and the acceptance of the 
AA program... 

Since Tradition No. 10 of the AA 
program prohibits the entrance into 
public controversy, I feel certain 
your article will not be taken excep- 
tion to by the AA Foundation itself, 
but it is in an individual program 
and as an individual, I must free 
myself of a resentment (which al- 
coholics are not encouraged to har- 
bor.) Therefore I suggest you check 
the veracity of the statement made 
by Dr. Franco, in justice to the many 
non-down-and-outers included in 
our membership of over 155,000 per- 
sons of all ages, sex, creed and color 
in over 38 countries in the world as 
well as those who may have been 
in the category described by Dr. 
Franco who have recovered and 
have returned to their level in 
society.

Comment... 


Editor: 

... The resentment of the writer 
of the letter is entirely justified, and 
the statement as to AA being for 
“the fellow who is really down-and- 
out, etc.”, is incorrect. If I allowed 
it to slip by when I proofread the 
copy you sent me, then the respon- 


sibility is mine. That was not the 
impression I meant to convey... 

We have not found any satisfac- 
tory reason as to why AA has not 
proved as helpful to our type of al- 
coholic as it has to the large number 
in AA. From our detailed records 
of these cases over the past five 
years, two facts stand out: 1) it was 
difficult to induce the alcoholic we 
encountered to go to AA and carry 
on with them, and 2) there was a 
large percentage of relapse in this 
particular group. Some have sug- 
gested that the type of alcoholic 
which we encounter is identified at 
an earlier stage than in AA, but I 
do not believe that is the entire 
answer... 

I am sorry about the occurrence 
of the misstatement in the article 
and the offense it may give to the 
people who are interested in AA. 
The good work of the organization 
speaks for itself and I appreciate the 
great job that it is doing...

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Representatives of 30 companies have taken a big step towards better plant 
housekeeping. They have formed the Industrial Sanitation Management Association. 
Its aim: better housekeeping techniques. The first step towards that goal will be a 
meeting scheduled for the near future in New York. If you want to get in on this activity, 
get in touch with ISMA president William Whitten, assistant to plant superintendent, 
Lederle Laboratories, Pearl River, N.Y. 


High on the agenda of most state legislatures is the business of liberalizing 
existing workmen’s compensation laws. From this activity, it’s pretty obvious that accident 
costs are going to continue to rise. Even off-the-job accidents may be subject to benefit pay- 
ments in more places: 19 states are considering that type of legislation. 


Already passed since the first of the year, are these bills: North Dakota 
maximum weekly allowance for temporary disability is up to $42.50. New Mexico 
compensation rates have jumped a flat 20%, an emergency measure. South Carolina 
has boosted maximum weekly benefits from $25 to $35. South Dakota has increased 
maximum weekly payments to $28, maximum death benefits to $9,000. West Virginia 
maximum weekly benefits are now $30, up from $25.

Governor Thomas E. Dewey of New York is worried .by charges that 
high compensation costs are driving business from the state. He will order a thorough 
investigation of the matter. “It is of grave concern to me,” said Dewey, “that... 
New York is reputed to be burdened with highest rates in this field. It is worse that 
apparently less than 40 cents of every dollar paid by employers for workmen’s compensation 
ever reaches the insured workman and his dependents.” What happens to the rest of the 
$300,000,000 paid annually by New York employers will be one of the study’s ques- 
tions. 


There are claims totaling $2 billion for deafness due to high noise levels in 
the courts today. One reason for the judicial traffic jam: absence of adequate bases 
for determination of deafness causes. Getting under way with a program that hopes 
to break up this snarl is an American Standards Association sub-committee. To head 
the investigation, ASA has chosen Walter A. Rosenblith, MIT professor. Technical 
counsel and main investigator for the group will be professor H. Wayne Rudmose of 
Southern Methodist University. First step in their research: a study of existing 
measurement methods and data. Final goal: the establishment of noise level limits 
for specific operations. 


According to a recent New York Court of Appeals ruling, getting sneezed 
on is an industrial accident, and its effects are compensable. That makes a former hos- 
pital worker eligible for compensation payments: she contracted polio after a fellow 
worker—later found to have the disease—sneezed in her face. The award, retroactive 
to 1944, now adds up to more than $10,000. The victim is still paralyzed. 


Management responsibility for occupational health will be the subject of 
a one-week special summer program at Massachusetts Institute of Technology, June 22-26. 
The course, presented by MIT medical and occupational health departments, is open 
to 60 persons. For details, contact: Director of Summer Session, Room 3-107, MIT, 
Cambridge 39.

STUDYING YOUR PAST EXPERIENCE is one way—and a good 
one—to find clues that will help prevent future acci- 
dents. But it’s an after-the-fact kind of approach. And 
in many cases, new or expanding operations create haz- 
ards: they won’t wait for experience to accumulate be- 
fore safety precautions are taken. 

e That’s why U.S. Steel Corporation’s new program 
makes real sense to every safety~man. It will work in 
a small plant as well. as in a big one.

The three C’s of Safety is the label U. S. Steel puts on 
its program.

Starting point for the 3 C’s program was an analysis 
of over 2,000 heavy-industry accident reports. Recom- 
mended by Vice President E. E. Moore, it showed that, 
while many injuries were summarized as resulting from 
errors in judgment, carelessness, etc., in almost every 
case the mishap was caused by contact with some object. 
Contact: that’s the key to the whole thing. As the study 


records or trends, but by dissec- 
ting all of the jobs that might 
produce them—and by doing it 
before injuries occur on them. 


progressed, a very definite pattern was obvious. Except 
for a few cases involving sprains, injuries were found 
to have occurred in one of three ways: 

© By being caught between two objects 

® By stricking against an immobile object 

® By being struck by a moving object 

Look over your own records. You won’t find many 
instancies in which one of these three headings won’t 
be applicable. The job then, as U.S. Steel safety direc- 
tor Dan Farrell saw it, was to stop these dangerous con- 
tacts. Contact is the middle of the three C’s. But first 
comes comprehension: you have to find out where these 
contacts are possible. And after you’ve located the 
trouble-spots, you have to do something about them— 
control them. There you have the 3 C’s: comprehension, 
contact, control. 

To implement the 3 C’s theory, U.S. Steel developed 
a system of job analysis, one that is aimed specifically at 
just those three hazardous contacts. 


The mechanics of 3 C’s analysis will 
work for you. See the next pages for 
details on how to apply it 
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Here Is How You Can Use U. S. Steel’s Three C’s Of S 


i‘. Make A Chart For Job Analyses 


In some cases, it’s pretty simple to see where one of three dangerous types of 
contact might be made. At least, it looks simple. Actually, it isn’t nearly that pat. 
The whole value of the 3 C’s program depends on how thoroughly each job is 
analyzed and the dangerous contact possibilities ferreted out. 

To aid in comprehending all hazard potentials, U.S. Steel analysts use a safety 
analysis sheet (see cut below.) It has room for job title, location and description; 
and it lists those specific hazards that are being hunted. The analyst’s job is to find 
every way in which the operator could be caught between, struck by or strike 
against objects in the course of his work. 

This sheet, and the program it’s based on, are looking for concrete, practical 
dangers. It avoids the maze of abstract thinking and planning which often bog a 
safety program down. 

® That's the basis of 3 C’s: find those possibilities of injurious contact, correct 
them—you can’t have injuries as long as the possibilities of injurious contact are 
removed. 

Now let’s see how the analysis sheet is put to work finding contact possibilities on 
an actual job:

IF YOU’VE EVER TRIED to get lines to bear on a 
blaze, only to have the heat push you in the 
face, you'll appreciate how handy a gadget 
for firemen at Lion Oil Co., El Dorado, Ark., 
this homemade shield can be—Its four ports 
give it double-barreled firepower: two for 
hoses, two for viewing. Mounted on two 
wheels—they don’t show in the photo—it can 
be hustled to the scene of the blaze. 

Construction is simple, but mighty effective 
(see details, right.) Basically, the shield is 
a frame of 1” pipe, covered on both sides 
with 20-gauge sheet steel. The heat resis- 
tance comes from fiber glass insulation, 
sandwiched between the steel sheets.

intown, Pa. Says William Rambo, foreman of rigging and sanitation: 
“We've been told many times that our new employee locker rooms 
and washrooms are of country-club caliber—but we don’t feel the 
least bit extravagant. They’re just part of SPS’ basic program of 
capital investment to help promote better working conditions and 
increase overall plant productivity.” The company feels that its in- 
vestment in ultra-modern employee facilities—money spent on rest- 
ful color conditioning, decorative tile soundproofing, wall-hung 
fixtures and other conveniences—is productive in the real sense of the 
word for this reason: 

@ There’s more to productivity than machinery. The operator of 
an automatic machine, for example, is not just a button-pusher at 
SPS. He’s a full-fledged production man, responsible for setting up, 
tooling, operation, even repairs of his machine; and he handles his own 
inspection on nuts and screws it produces. With that heavy emphasis 
placed on initiative and versatility of individual employees, worker 
attitudes are important. These new facilities give men another reason 
to be satisfied with their working conditions. Handy and convenient, 
they promote pride in the company; that, in turn, promotes increased 
productivity and quality. 

An employee survey, made four years ago, showed SPS that its em- 
ployee facilities weren’t all they might be. Major points of dissatis- 
faction: washrooms were too far from production areas (an important 
labor-cost consideration for management); some areas weren’t too 
clean. At that time, SPS had standard industrial locker rooms and 
washrooms—good fixtures, concrete floors, painted walls, slate parti- 
tions: adequate, but not the best. Since the company was just getting 
a $10 million expansion under way, they decided to divert a chunk of 
the funds to beef up sanitation facilities. 

Scrapping old washrooms has been done, little by little. In four years, 
new ones have replaced them. Central facilities, two new locker 
rooms, have a total capacity of 1200. In addition, a dozen local wash- 
rooms have been built. These rest stations—many right out in pro- 
duction areas—are located so that employees have only a short dis- 
tance to go to wash up. By running pipes to the people SPS adds 
convenience, subtracts time losses.

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One doctor’s findings: The 
big, muscular chap isn’t always a 
good man for lifting work 


IF YOU HAVE a heavy job to be done, look for a big, muscular chap to 
do it. That seems logical; but, according to Dr. William F. Becker, 
chief of the emergency department at Western Electric Co.’s Haw- 
thorne Works, this kind of logic is an invitation to back injuries. And 
he should be in a pretty good position to know. For the past three 
years, Dr. Becker has been developing a program to cut down the in- 
cidence of back injuries. His approach: set up a special, separate 
physical examination for men who are applicants for heavy jobs. 

The back sprain problem now ranks number one, in terms of disability 
cause; this from the Bureau of Mines. And Hawthorne works has 
fared no better than the rest of industry. Since World War II, a 
steady increase in frequency of back sprains has been noted among 
workers on heavy jobs. Even with the advent of mechanical lifting, 
back injury and hernia frequency showed no decline. So Dr. Becker 
started looking for another solution to the expensive problem. 

Like most physical examinations, this preventive exam is an effort 
to match men with jobs for which they are physically compatible. But 
it isn’t a pre-employment physical. This special exam is in addition 
to the regular medical employment procedures. When it started, the 
program covered only those men who applied for heavy work— 
continuous lifting of material weighing more than 25 pounds, contin- 
uous strain and exertion. 

The examination includes complete medical history, check on heart 
and circulatory system, test of near vision, urinalysis and x-rays. Ex- 
amination for hernia—and of the inguinal rings, which often forecast 
hernia—is done too. A careful search for other anatomical defects 
and for muscular activity peculiarities help to prevent misassign- 
ment. You can tell a lot, says Dr. Becker, by a close look at the way 
a man moves and carries himself. Based on the results of this exam- 
ination, a worker is accepted or refused (about one out of four is 
turned down) for heavy work. 

@ One of the interesting findings Dr. Becker has made, as a result 
of his examinations, is that men who are very tall or very heavy are 
poor candidates for these jobs. That’s why he is often sceptical when 
a four-letter athlete applies for such work. All told, just over 2,000 
men have been examined for heavy jobs. 

What about results? Well, out of 802 men who were examined and 
accepted for heavy work during 1950 and ’51, 14 later turned up with 
back injuries. That amounts to 1.7%. 13 were temporary partial dis- 
abilities, one was a disabling injury with a loss of 13 days. Just 13 
days lost: Illinois’ statewide average loss for cases of this type was 57 
days each in 1948. 

To get a better picture of the program’s effectiveness, Dr. Becker 
took a close look at back injury cases among 700 workers. Some of 
the victims had been assigned to heavy work before the examinations 
were started, some had been screened and found fit for their jobs. 
There were 245 back sprains among the 561 men who had not been 
examined (44%), only 5 (.4%) among those who had been examined.. 
Looking at rates of lost time back cases for all hourly workers, 
Becker found that frequency has dropped from 3.48 to 2.49, severity 
is down from 122.3 to 49.7. The severity figure, he believes, is a 
pretty clear evaluation of the program’s results. And as more em- 
ployees go through the examinations prior to heavy work assignment, 
both figures ought to continue to drop.

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Do You Know 


Your Compensation Law? 





Fourth of a series 


In law, the turn of a phrase makes a 
big difference. In compensation law, 
the little things said—or unsaid—are 
often the difference between a claim- 
ant’s receiving an award and his 
being denied one. So OH legal editor 
Richard F. Gonda has analyzed the 
various statutes. 


To arrive at a norm he made up a 
basic act. It’s an arbitrarily plotted 
outline of what most compensation 
acts entail. You’ll find it in part 1 
(February °52) of this series. Dig it 
up and hang onto it: all state laws 
yet to be discussed will be compared 
with this basic act. As another kind 
of a yardstick, you’ll find the manual 
premium rates for four occupational 
categories—the same four in each 
case—listed for each state. 


If your company is engaged in 
interstate commerce, as most are, 
you'll want to check over all the 
states’ statutes: 

February: Alabama, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, California. 

arch: Colorado, Connecticut, Del- 
aware, Florida, Georgia. 

April: Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas. 

May: Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, 
Maryland, Massachusetts.

IF YOU DO BUSINESS IN... 
KENTUCKY ... 


- . coverage is much like the basic law—including public and private 
employments having three or more workers. As in the basic law, farm 
labor and domestic help is excepted. A special statutory provision, how- 
ever, covers those farm laborers engaged in threshing and hulling grains 
and seeds. Steam railways and other common carriers covered by the 
Federal law are excluded from coverage. 

@ Defenses are the usual: intoxication, wilfully self-inflicted injury, 
and injury caused by wilfull misconduct. An injury incurred with the 
intent to injure another is not a defense in Kentucky as it is in most other 
states. While wilfull disobedience of a safety regulation and wilfull 
failure to use a safety device are not defenses in Kentucky, the claimant 
is penalized 15% of his award if either of these occurrences caused the 
injury. Likewise, if the employer intentionally fails to install some safety 
device, the award is increased 15%. If the employer himse]f,intention- 
ally injures the employee, the worker need not rely on his compensation 
benefits, but may sue at common law for damages if he so chooses. 

® Occupational diseases are compensable. The statute covers those 
diseases which are the normal and natural result of a traumatic injury 
by accident, and injuries due to inhalation in mines of noxious gases or 
smoke, or inhalation of any kind of gas. Coverage for silicosis is made 
only upon the election of the employer and employee. 

If the injury is caused by a third party on the employer’s premises, 
the employee may elect to claim compensation from his employer or to 
sue the third party for damages. But he may not collect from both. 

Illegally employed minors are also covered by the act, but they too 
have the option to sue for damages if they so desire. 

® Manual rates for four selected employment categories: bakeries, 
69c; foundries, $1.93; machine shops, $1.01; masonry, $1.04. 


LOUISIANA... 


... coverage extends to all public employees of the state except officials 
and to certain enumerated hazardous private employments. Non-hazard- 
ous employments are covered only when agreed to by the employer and 
employee. The courts have the prerogative to decide whether a particu- 
lar job is hazardous or not. As in most states, the independent contractor 
is excluded as an employee; but unlike most other states, in Louisiana 
the independent contractor who spends a substantial part of his work 
time engaged in manual labor is included and covered. Over 100 occupa- 
tions are listed as hazardous. There is no statutory minimum number of 
employees. Coverage extends to all covered occupations and businesses, 
no matter how small. 

® What constitutes an injury in Louisiana is clearly defined. Only 
those brought about by 1) violence to the physical structure of the body, 
and 2) naturally resulting from disease or infection are covered. None 
others. 

® The basic defenses are present in the Louisiana law plus; injury 
incurred by the deliberate failure to use a safety device, and deliberate 
violation of a safety regulation. 

On the question of positional risks, the Louisiana courts have made 
the clearest statement of the problem. The question is: Should an 
award be made simply on the basis that the injury occurred be-

35,600 TIMES in 1950, fire brought 
a housekeeping foible to light: 
poor handling of waste was di- 
rectly responsible for that many blazes. Fire cost of 
these housekeeping lapses: more than eight million 
dollars. 

The causes back of the fact that waste was allowed to 
pile up are, usually, that common disposal methods are 
often costly. They’re break-even operations at best: 

® Selling your plant wastes isn’t as happy a solution 
as it once was. To be salable, the various materials 
often have to be sorted and bundled; these tasks often 
take more time and space than they’re worth. One 
plant checked costs, found it was spending $3 to sell $1 
worth of paper. 

@ Scavenger services, like other services, are ex- 
pensive. Contractors often have a long haul to suitable 
disposal areas: their costs and charges go up accord- 
ingly. 

e Plant dumps and waste burners are liable to draw

blasts from neighbors and local air-pollution control 
authorities. And, unless carefully supervised, burning 
wastes outdoors is an invitation to fires. 

The fire-safe solution in many cases is the installation 
of a modern industrial incinerator. Designed for safe 
use near or in the plant, they simplify the whole waste- 
disposal problem, can produce some _ dramatic 
dollar savings too. One New York plant, for example, 
has been spending $10,000 (in labor, truck and fee 
charges) a year to get rid of waste, after it reached the 
loading dock. A $5,000 incinerator investment put an 
end to that expense. And the unit takes up only one- 
fifth as much space as the old waste collection-storage 
area. 

Older incinerator installations usually effected savings 
by shortening the haul from collection-point to disposal. 
Instead of trucking it to a municipal or private dump, 
plant housekeeping men had only to move it to the 
incinerator somewhere fairly close by. 

New incinerators, designed in cooperation with the 
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CHARGING CYCLONE feeds this 600 Ib/hr unit. Device 
also provides auxiliary fuel, sometimes needed when burning 
rubber, plastics, garbage. While outside location cuts fire- 
proofing costs, units are often set up indoors. 


Burn It! 


National Board of Fire Underwriters, take the process 
a step further: they can be moved right into the 
plant, saving money through 1) further shortening—or 
completely eliminating—the distance to final disposal, 
and 2) replacing the handling and storage procedures. 
Instead of collecting, piling, sorting and loading wastes, 
workers have only to collect and load them into the 
incinerator. 

As a bottomless waste pit, an incinerator will reduce 
500 volumes of refuse into one volume of non-com- 
bustible ash. With no bottleneck on waste disposition, 
the chore of channeling refuse out of the plant is 
simplified. 

Modern incinerator construction offers a furnace of 
firebrick enclosed in masonry or other facing to main- 
tain cool outside surfaces. Doors, grates, supports and 
frames are of heavy, heat-resistant cast iron. Firing 
chamber design is such that all wastes—wet or dry— 
can be dumped right in and consumed. Inclined step 
grates prevent smothering the fire with wet waste. 
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Additional combustion and settling chambers may be 
included to assure total incineration without soot and 
odors. This cuts down on stack costs. Shorter stacks, 
no furnace dampers: these are two advantages of mo- 
dern design. 

Planning an installation requires little additional pre- 
paration. That is, if you have taken adequate safety 
precautions in your waste collection area. If the incin- 
erator is to go inside the plant, it must be in a fireproof 
room separated from other plant areas by a fusible- 
link equipped fire door. It can go into the same room 
as boilers, furnaces and heat-treating equipment—to 
save the expense of fireproofing additional space. To 
sidestep the cost of fireproof construction, you can 
place the incinerator outside, but close to the plant. In 
most industrial areas a shack of corrugated metal over 
L’s and I beams should be put up around it. The plant 
and incinerator shack can be connected by an air lock 
protected by a fire door. 

Types of incinerators are available to dovetail with both 
volume of waste to be burned and methods of colecting 
it: 

© Small plants, in which refuse is normally gathered 
in cans or drums, find a hopper-type charging unit easy 
to load. The drums are wheeled to the incinerator, 
dumped into the hopper. The contents slides into the 
furnace; the drums are ready to be returned for use. 
Incinerators for this type of use have about 500 Ib./hr. 
capacity, can be installed on a simple concrete pad. 
Their small space requirements (about 6 x 8’) and rela- 
tively light floor loads make incinerators of this size 
handy for use in large plants too. If there is no natural 
collection point for all plant wastes, several small in- 
cinerators can be used to minimize transportation time 
and effort. 

® For larger capacities, waste-high charging doors 
usually replace the hopper. That facilitates loading 
from four-wheel trucks and bins. A double furnace ac- 
cess is often preferred to leave a small charging area 
free both in front and behind the furnace. Where large 
volumes of wastes must be incinerated, and collection is 
by large bins, hoppers or trucks, a ramp is run right up 
to a platform at charging level. Waste is dumped on the 
platform and swept into the furnace. Non-combustibles 
are pushed through to the rear by incoming loads and 
are readily removed through ground-level access doors. 

Special charging procedures are required to handle saw- 
dust and similar materials. Often, the best way to han- 
dle them is to charge right from the collectors. Con- 
veyors can be used to bring wastes into the incineration 
area; but direct charging from conveyors hasn’t always 
proved feasible. It’s too expensive to make them fire- 
safe, prevent fire from running back up the conveyor.

Staging Copies The Spider 


PLANT WANT TO INCREASE safety and 
HOUSEKEEPING save costly man hours in stage- 
~ repositioning on high installation 
and maintenance jobs? The Southern California Gas 
Co., Los Angeles, has the answer. It’s a self-propelled 
stage that’s already proved practical on such big jobs 
as the Bonneville Dam and the George Washington 
Memorial Bridge.

It’s swung by a 5/16” 8 
x 19 steel rope wound on a power drum, mounted be- 
neath the platform. The rope passes upward through 
a stabilizing guide located 60” above the centerline of 
the drum. This guide location keeps the stage from tip- 
ping more than 8 degrees, no matter what happens. 
Made of aluminum alloy, the unit (including the winch 
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and motor) weighs only 200 pounds. 

The framework is completely welded by the heliarc 
process. The winch is a positively driven drum powered 
by a % hp repulsion-induction type electric motor. It 
drives a worm gear reduction unit of 48-1 ratio. This 
prevents transfer of any shock loads from the drum to 
any of the driving parts. Your ordinary 110 AC volt 
domestic electric supply powers the motor. A limit 
switch prevents overloading beyond 1,000 pounds.

TO KEEP SLING CHAINS in safe shape 
takes constant, close watch. The 
Toledo plant of National Supply Co. 
has developed a program to do just 
that. It’s a two-part program: 

® Pert 1: Education of workers 
handling chains is simplified by dis- 
tributing charts showing safe work- 
ing loads. They’re posted for the 
men to check before they rig load. 
Once the correct chain has been 
selected for the job, the rigger is re- 
sponsible for seeing that twists, 
knots and kinks are avoided in the 
hook-up, that the load is evenly 
distributed on all legs, that the hook 
is well seated. Hammering home 
these points, National Supply finds, 
is a good way to avert the principal 
causes of chain damage: 

Overloading—either by using too 
light a chain or by improper hook- 
ing—is chain-killer number one. 

Cutting the metal is the second 
most frequent cause of chain dam- 
age. Bent links are another source 





of trouble; both can be prevented 
by careful loading. 

® Part 2: Careful inspection is 
chain inspector Ted Steele’s depart- 
ment. He lifts the chain to its full 
length, checks to see if all hooks 
hang to the same level. Chains must 
measure the same as the length sten- 
cilled on the marking rings. (The 
marking ring also carries the chain’s 
serial number.) Signs of stretching 
(see cut) are indications that a chain 
is ready for discarding. 

Visual inspection can tell Steele 
more about a chain’s condition. If 
the links are out of line, there must 
be a bent or twisted link—a weak 
one. He measures hook openings to 
spot possible strains. Along with the 
regular inspections, National Supply 
is beefing up chain safety by replac- 
ing wrought iron with alloy steel. 
Size for size, says Steele, the alloy 
link will be about 2% times as 
strong as the wrought iron one. And 
it will resist abrasions and cuts 
better.

Killed On Combined 
Business-Vacation Trip 


Untit May 16, 1949, the day of his 
death, Harry Davis was science edi- 
tor for Newsweek magazine. He 
met his death on a combined busi- 
ness-vacation trip. His wife sought 
compensation. 

As science editor of this weekly 
newsmagazine, Davis, in addition to 
working in his New York office, 
would visit places of scientific in- 
terest and attend meetings, prepara- 
tory to writing articles for his em- 
ployer, which he sometimes did at 
home. 

In the spring of 1949, Davis and 
his wife contemplated a vacation 
trip west during which he planned 
as part of their vacation to visit 
places of scientific interest. The trip 
was to be made by automobile. 
Davis proposed to his employer that 
his allotted vacation of four weeks 
be extended in order that he might 
visit additional scientific develop- 
ments as background material for 
use in his work. He was granted 
an additional four weeks, and thus 
the entire eight weeks were com- 
bined as a vacation and business 
trip to the west coast. 

In addition to his $150 per week 
salary, his employer agreed to pay 
Davis the nominal amount of $200 
toward expenses on the trip. It was 
contemplated that Davis might send 
in articles for publication during 
the course of the trip, although ap- 
parently it was not required. 

In the course of their trip, Davis 
and his wife visited the atomic en- 
ergy project at Oak Ridge, Tennes- 
see, after which they started on 
their way to San Antonio, Texas, to 
visit the Southern Research Insti- 
tiute. On the second day of the 
jounrey, they stopped at Biloxi, Mis- 
sissippi, a Gulf port vacation spot, 
not scheduled on the itinerary. No 
scientific investigation had been 
planned there or elsewhere in the 
state. Upon arriving at the hotel, 
Davis, being hot and tired, pre- 
pared to take a swim. Instead of 
entering the water from the beach, 
he chose to dive from a pier into un- 
familiar water. He suffered head in- 
juries and died almost immediately. 

® Mrs. Davis claimed her husband 
was in the course of his employment 
when the accident occurred and that 
the death arose out of the employ- 


ment. She contended that her hus- 
band’s attempt to get relief from his 
fatigue following a long journey in 
hot weather might be regarded as 
a reasonable act in the course of 
his employment, since, had it been 
successful, it would have been some 
benefit to his employer, in that 
Davis might more promptly have 
sent a better article. 

The court disagreed. They said 
that since Davis was traveling be- 
tween places of scientific interest 
when he was killed, it may, in a 
broad sense, be said to have occur- 
red in the course of his employment. 
His travels, however, though finally 
two-fold in purpose, were predom- 
inately in furtherance of the person- 
ally motivated vacation trip, except 
for which they would not have gone. 
His status as a tourist was personal 
and unrelated to his employment. 
He was a science editor, not a travel 
editor. Risks, said the court, pecul- 
liar to the tourist activity could not 
fairly be said to arise out of his em- 
ployment. Only risks arising out of 
his inspection of scientific sites and 
travel thereto could possibly give 
rise to compensable injuries. 

Claim disallowed.

Lunchtime Target 
Practice Backfired 


JacK COLSON WAS a member of a 
crew engaged in surveying a large 
tract of land at the Atomic Energy 
Project in Butte County, Ihado. The 
crew worked eight hours a day. 
They checked in at the government 
station each morning at 8 and 
checked out at 4:30 p.m. They had 
one-half hour for lunch. 

With the exception of drinking 
water furnished by the employer, 
each member of the crew brought 
his own lunch. Lunch was eaten in 
the field. 

It was customary for members of 
the surveying crew to carry pistols 
in holsters when working at consid- 
erable distances from the central 
station. These firearms were used 
at such times for target practice and 
to shoot rabbits found on the pro- 
ject. The foreman, from time to

time, indulged in this practice with 
other members of the crew. 

® On the day in question, Coulson 
and another member of the crew 
engaged in target practice after fin- 


cheted and struck Colson in the left 
thigh and penetrated into his groin. 

As a result of the accident Col- 
son’s leg was amputated and he 
sought compensation for the injury. 

Colson’s employer contended that 
his employees were engaged in dan- 
gerous horseplay at the time of the 





accident and were in no way furth- 
ering their work. 

It isn’t necessary, said the court, 
that the accident arise out of some 
act directly furthering the work of 
the employer. It is sufficient if the 
accident arises out of a risk inciden- 


ishing their lunch. They were shoot- 
ing at an orange peel on a rock.

The members of Colson’s crew 
carried pistols and engaged in tar- 
get practice. The foreman did like- 
wise. And the employer, through 
his agent, the foreman, was charged 
with knowledge of these goings-on. 
He did nothing to stop the practice 
of carrying pistols, so the employer 
is liable for the injury.

When Was The 


Disease Contracted? 

JOSEPH FASANO SOUGHT compensa- 
tion for emphysema, an occupational 
disease which he stated arose out 
of and in the course of his employ- 
ment. Emphysema is the hyperven- 
tilation and overdistention of the 
air cells of the lungs and bronchial 
tubes. 

Fasano claimed that the disease 
was the result of his exposure to 
acid and gas fumes in his work. He 
offered as evidence letters from 
physicians who examined him, but 
the doctors did not testify. 

Under the Delaware law, compen- 
sation is granted for occupational 
diseases arising out of and in the 
course of the employment only 
when the exposure stated in con- 
nection therewith has occurred dur- 
ing the employment and the disabil- 
ity has commenced within five 
months after termination. 

On the basis of the evidence of- 
fered, the court said it could not de- 
termine whether Fasano had a his- 
tory of emphysema, or whether it 
occurred during the employment. 

Unless and until Fasano could get 
more complete testimony from his 
doctors on that matter, the court 
decreed that compensation has to 
be denied. 

Claim disallowed .

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Bocian worked for a meat-pack- 
ing firm. As a plate boner, he re- 
moved the bones from the plate— 
the thin under-portion of the fore- 
quarter of beef weighing about 60 
pounds. By reason of seniority, Ed- 
ward was “put on loins’—and Army 
loins at that. It seems that Army 
loins were tougher to work on, 
taking about twice the time and ef- 
fort as the same job on conven- 
tional loins. 


The claimant testified that after 
a month of plating the Army beef, 
he began to feel slight pains. They 
increased in intensity to the point, 
where six months later, Bocian was 
forced to quit his job. 


® One doctor, testifying for the 
claimant, stated that there existed 
a definite causality between the un- 
usual strain of the job and the car- 
diac disability. Two other doctors 
testified as the employer’s witnesses. 
They concurred that physical labor 
will aggravate a situation so that the 
individual develops a heart pain, but 
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the labor does not cause the disease. 
The industrial commissioner de- 
termined from the evidence present- 
ed that Bocian’s heart condition was 
not caused by his work. 
To the court, the question involved 
was whether an employer sustains 
an injury when a cardiac insuffici- 
ency develops which prevents him 
from continuing work. To interpret 
the law in this manner, said the 
court, would make all employers li- 
able in any case where the usual 
and natural functions of the bodily 
tissues become impaired by a degen- 
erative process. 


Claim disallowed.

Wasn’t Told Of 
Pain Cause For 14 Months 


RECURRENCE OF AN old injury does 
not give rise to a new claim for com- 
pensation; but when it can be shown 
that there was, in fact, a new injury, 
a claim will be allowed. Often, there 
is a fine line between the two. Here 
a Conn. court had to draw that line. 

Mr. Mund was employed by the 
Farmers’ Cooperative to stamp card- 
board into milk containers. His cur- 
rent injury, for which he sought a 
new award, was the same as that 
which occurred in 1946—a ruptured 
disc at the intervertebral space be- 
tween the fourth and fifth lumbar 
vertebrae. The second accident took 
place four years later, in 1950. 

Mund received total disability for 
the first accident. Conservative 
treatment was given him and in 
1948 he was able to return to light 
work. While he still suffered some 
pain, by January, 1950, his disability 
was only 15% permanent. 

Six months later, Mund sustained 
a new accidental injury consisting of 
a reopening of the old rupture. 

® The employer contended that 
the reopening of the rupture did not 
constitute a new accident. He stated 
that the 1946 accident was the sole 
cause of the claimant’s injury and 
the 1950 incident was merely a re- 
currence. 

The court disagreed. This was a 
new injury, it said. The two acci- 
dents were equal, concurrent and 
contributing causes of Mund’s disa- 
bility since that date of the second 
injury. The second injury was sup- 
erimposed upon and an aggravation 
of the condition remaining from the 
first injury. 

Claim allowed.

Types Of Compensation? 


IF THE EMPLOYEE is out of work only 
partially as the result of being in- 
jured on the job, and accepts unem- 
ployment compensation, is he pre- 
cluded from receiving compensation 
for his injury? 

The employer’s insurer said yes. 
They contended that they are not 
liable for compensation to the em- 


ployee because: 1) his injury was 
only part of the reason he was out 
of work; 2) the employee had elect- 
ed to receive unemployment com- 
pensation. 


¢ The worker suffered a hernia 
at work. It was known that he had 
an existing heart condition, but he 
managed to do light work just the 
same. The combination of the two 
forced the employee to remain away 
from his work for some length of 
time. When he found he would be 
unable to return to his job, he ap- 
plied for—and received—unemploy-

ment compensation. 

The fact that the worker received 
unemployment payments makes no 
difference, said the court. Testimony 
showed that the employee was pre- 
vented from working both by the 
hernia and the condition of his 
heart; the two cannot be separated. 
Apart from the heart condition, the 
court found that the employee 
would still have a disability for do- 
ing his job which involved being 
continuously on his feet and going 
up and down stairs. 

Although the worker received un- 
employment compensation, the ac- 
ceptance of this money was not a 
binding election on his part for the 
entire period of continuous unem- 
ployment. But, the amount of com- 
pensation that would have accrued 
during the time when he received 
unemployment benefits would be 
deducted from the total amount of 
compensation due. 

Claim allowed.

Was Hemorrhage 
Caused By Fall? 


AN INTRACRANIAL HEMORRHAGE 
caused Julius M. Mehlum’s death. 
But to determine whether Mehlum’s 
widow was to receive compensation, 
the court first had to decide what 
caused the hemorrhage. 

Mehlum worked in a grain eleva- 
tor in Nunda, South Dakota. About 
11 one night the manager of the 
elevator found Mehlum lying face 
down on the floor. He had been 
shoveling oats into a truck and it 
was apparent that he had fallen 
from the truck. Mehlum never re- 
gained full consciousness; he died 
the following day. 

® The widow’s right to the claim 
hinged on whether the intracranial 
hemorrhage was caused by the fall 
itself, or a stroke prior to the fall. 

The examining physician testified 
that from his examination it was 
difficult to determine’ whether the 
fall or a prior stroke caused the 
hemorrhage, since the symptoms are 
quite similar. 

If it was the fall which caused the 
hemorrhage, there would be no 
question that Mrs. Mehlum was en- 
titled to compensation. If it was the 
stroke, then the death did not arise 
out of the employment. The burden 
was on Mrs. Mehlum to prove her 
contention. 

Mehlum was 63 at the time of his 
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death. An examination by the at- 
tending physician disclosed no 
bruise whatsoever on his head. 

The court found that the absence 
of a bruise or other indication of a 
blow on Mehlum’s head, while not 
conclusive, certainly militates 
against the inference of an acci- 
dental injury. On the basis of just 
the evidence presented, Mrs. Meh- 
lum does not prove her case. The 
court is unable to infer that the 
hemorrhage was caused by the fall. 


Claim disallowed. 

Mehlum v. Nunda Cooperative Associ- 
ation: Supreme Court of South Dakota, 
December 30, 1952. (56 NW2d 282) 


Wasn’t Told Cause Of 
Pain For 14 Months 


MONTANA LAW states that a claim for 
compensation must be filed with the 
industrial commission within 12 
months after the date of injury. 

Porter McCoy, a crusherman for 
the Mike Horse Mining & Milling 
Company, was injured on January 
30, 1948. He did not file his claim 
for compensation until April, 1949. 
McCoy’s employer relied on the one- 
year statute and contended that 
McCoy was barred from recovery 
because he filed his claim too late. 

McCoy was examined after the 
accident by clinic doctors whose 
fees were paid in part by the em- 
ployer. For over a year McCoy went 
to these doctors and they made sev- 
eral cursory examinations. The 
examining physician testified that 
he never gave McCoy a complete 
examination in reference to Mc- 
Coy’s complaints, nor did he inform 
McCoy what caused his pain. It 
wasn’t until March 10, 1949, when 
McCoy went to a Dr. Gallivan, that 
he learned that he had suffered a 
hernia. 

The court opined that since Mc- 
Coy was not properly advised of his 
physical condition and was not told 
that he had a hernia until more than 
a year from the date of the injury, 
his condition due to this hernia and 
other injuries was not brought to his 
attention properly. McCoy’s right 
to compensation, said the court, can- 
not be foreclosed under such cir- 
cumstances. The humane purposes 
of workmen’s compensation legisla- 
tion should not be defeated by nar- 
row and technical construction since 
the act is intended for the protection 
of the injured employee. 

Claim allowed.

Flexible layout is. one of the new 
main locker rooms’ added benefits. 
It’s just as valuable in employee 
facilities as it is to production areas. 
At present, the room is partitioned to 
accommodate 720 men and 240 wo- 
men. But the dividing wall is a 
movable partition. It can be shifted 
quickly and easily to take care of any 
change in the male-female employ- 
ment ratio. 

Here in this main locker room 
each employee has his own full- 
length locker. The lockers have 
peaked tops and solid concrete bases. 
Both features make cleaning—top 
and bottom—a simpler job. Rows of 
wooden benches run the length of 
each locker aisle. They are secured 
to the floor to help maintain an or- 
derly appearance at all times. 

For washing, there are spray-type 
circular wash basins. Each unit is 
large enough for 10 people to wash 
at one time—a capacity much great- 
er than is actually needed. The 
basins are polished stainless steel— 
for striking appearance, durability 
and ease of cleaning. 

Powdered soap dispensers with 
controlled feeds sit atop the center 
of the wash basins. Nearby are 
combination paper towel dispensers 
and disposal baskets. Alongside the 
locker area are shower rooms and 
toilet facilities of ultra-modern de- 
sign. 

® Underfoot in the locker areas is 
a slip-proof floor tile that is imper- 
vious to oil and grease. For the 
walls, SPS selected a glazed tile 
that has striking appearance and 
high cleanability. All windows— 
they run the length of one wall in 
each locker room — have motor- 
operated sash. This feature promotes 
proper ventilation by making it easy 
to obtain at all times. 


Local washrooms at SPS vie in 
taste and decor with the best in the 
better hotels. Soft and pleasing 
color combinations of pastel shades 
predominate. Wall tiles and parti- 
tions in the men’s rooms are done 
in blending tones of rose and yellow, 
in the women’s rooms in green and 
ivory. Ceilings are covered with a 
striking acoustical tile that has a 
simulated stone finish. 

Toilet fixtures and enameled steel 
partitions are all wall-hung to per- 
mit easy and thorough mopping of 
the entire floor area. The only ob- 
jects resting on the floor are the 
trash receptacles and the individual 
stainless steel wash basins. 

These latter are dual-type basins 
with spray heads that permit two 
people to wash at one time. Water 
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Continued 
temperature is controlled by a knob 
at the base of the basin. In appear- 
ance they resemble the fixtures of 
the latest pullman trains. Stainless 
steel is used again for appearance, 
durability, and cleanliness. 

Large-size mirrors above the 
basins run almost the full length of 
one wall. Walls are colorful glazed 
tile; the floors are of patterned tile. 
Both promote ease of cleaning. In 
each restroom, wall-mounted ozone 


bulbs and pine-scented deodorizers 
together with deodorant blocks in 
the urinals keep the air freshened. 
A mild disinfectant soap helps pro- 
mote sanitation and combat derma- 
titis. 

Women’s washrooms have dispensers 
that provide a choice of sanitary 
napkins or tampons. Still another 
wall unit dispenses small paper tis- 
sues for lipstick blotting. Individ- 
ual tissue-paper toilet seat covers 
are also available.

Adjoining each women’s wash- 
room is a separate lounge room 
equipped with comfortable leather 
upholstered sofas and chairs. In re- 
cognition of feminine vanity, the 
four walls are lined with mirrors— 
some of them full-length. 


To discourage loitering in its attrac- 
tive washrooms, SPS had them de- 
signed without outer doors—just 
doorways with a protective baffle. 
SPS planners felt that open-door 
washrooms would have the psycho- 
logical effect of discouraging after- 
noon siestas. The plan has worked 
successfully. At the same time, the 
company avoided friction that might 
have resulted from a company rule 
on excessive time spent in wash- 
rooms. 

Sparkling tile, stainless steel fix- 
tures, decorative colors stay bright 
and cheerful just as long as you 
keep them scrupulously clean. Off 
to a good start with attractive facili- 
ties, SPS determined to keep them 
that way with a careful program of 
sanitary maintenance. 

The washrooms and locker rooms 
were designed for ease of cleaning. 
Rambo estimates that it takes about 
50 percent less time and effort to 
keep them spotless—a measurable 
return on the washroom investment. 
That was half the battle. The other 
half hinged on conscientious super- 
vision of these facilities and thor- 
ough cleaning schedules. 

All locker room floors are mop- 
ped twice a day; all washroom floors 
are mopped at least three times 
daily. In addition floors are mechan- 
ically scrubbed once a week. Con- 
venient wall outlets placed through- 
out these facilities help simplify this 
job. All walls are scrubbed down 
at least once a week. 


Every three months all lockers are 
emptied and sprayed with insecti- 
cides and bacteriacides. All toilet 
facilities are disinfected once a day. 

As a further sanitation measure, 
all drinking and washing water— 
which comes from artesian wells—is 
checked chemically once a week to 
insure its purity. 

To help maintain spotlessness, 
smoking is prohibited in all wash- 
rooms. Employees can smoke just 
about everywhere else in the plant. 
For that reason smoking in locker 
rooms is limited to change of shift 
periods. There, an ample supply of 
ashstands goes a long way toward 
keeping butts off the floor.

cause the employment required the 
claimant to occupy what turned out 
to be a place of danger. An increas- 
ing minority of courts throughout 
the country are beginning to make 
awards for these positional-risk in- 
juries resulting from tornados, 
windstorms, unexplained falls, stray 
bullets, etc. In an unexplained fall 
case, Kern v. Southport Mill (174 
La. 437), the Louisiana Supreme 
Court said: 

“By (arising out of the employ- 
ment) is meant, that the accident 
must be the result of some risk to 
which the employee is subjected in 
the course of his employment and 
to which he would not have been 
subjected had he not been so em- 
ployed. 

“But time, place, and circum- 
stances must determine this. When 
the ill-fated Titanic foundered in 
the spring of 1912, all persons 
aboard her were situated exactly 
alike as to time and place; but they 
were not all situated alike as to 
circumstance. Those who traveled 
for pleasure were present of their 
own free choice alone; those who 
traveled for business, whether their 
own or that of another, where there 
of necessity. And, when one finds 
himself at the scene of accident, not 
because he voluntarily appeared 
there but because the necessities of 
his business called him there, the 
injuries he may suffer by reason of 
such accident, ‘arise out of’ the nec- 
essity which brought him there, and 
hence ‘arise out of’ his employment, 
if it so be that he was employed and 
his employment required him to be 
at the place of the accident at the 
time when the accident occurred .. . 

“The question whether or not the 
employee might have been injured 
in the same way, and even at the 
same place and time had he not 
been called there by the necessities 
of his employer’s business, but had 
gone there only for his own pleasure 
or in pursuit of his own business, 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
case.” 

® Occupational diseases have been 
covered only since July, 1952. The 
statute covers 16 types of poisoning 
and 5 specific diseases: exposure to 
x-rays or radioactive substances, 
asbestosis, silicosis, dermatosis, and 
pneumoconiosis. 

Where two or more employers are 
liable for compensation to the same 
employee, each shall contribute in 
proportion to the wages paid, but 
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they may agree to a different distri- 
bution of the liability between 
themselves. 

® Manual rates for four selected 
employment categories: bakeries, 
$1.10; foundries, $2.03; machine 
shops, $2.24; masonry, $1.92.

All private employments are cov- 
ered under the Maine act except: 
domestic help, farm labor, maritime 
service, logging, jobs not in the us- 
ual course of the employer’s busi- 


ness. All employees of the state, 
counties, and cities are covered in- 
cluding even quasi-municipal cor- 
porations. This extends to police- 
men, firemen, members of the state 
guard, national guard, and any other 
authorized state military or naval 
force. In the case of domestic help, 
the employer may elect to bring 
these employers under the coverage 
of the act if he wishes. 

® Defenses are exactly the basic 
ones. There is one quirk in the de- 
fense of intoxication. Intoxication 
is a defense only when the employee 
is in that state without the know- 
ledge of the employer. The implica- 
tion is that if the boss knows the

If employer in- 
tentionally injures his worker, the 
worker may sue at common law and 
is thereby not limited to the amount 
he may recover. 

® With regard to injuries on the 
employer’s premises while the em- 
ployee is there only for the reason 
of collecting his pay, the general 
rule is that the worker is in the 
course of his employment at such a 
time and his injury is compensable. 
In Consolidated Engineering Com- 
pany v. Feikin (52 A.2d, 913), the 
Maryland court took a_ different 
view: 

The claimant, although too ill to 
work, had called at the plant for his 
pay slip on Monday morning. The 
company had a payment system 
which involved an interval between 
procuring the pay slip and present- 
ing it for payment. Feikin had to 
wait until the afternoon before he 
could be paid. In the meantime, he 
went to the hot strip mill where he 
was injured. The court denied com- 
pensation for the injury, saying that 
the claimant was not within the 
course of his employment when in- 
jured. The plant was 12 miles from 
town and Feikin understandably re- 
mained upon the premises instead of 
making the long round-trip to town. 
In most other jurisdictions the epi- 
sode would have been recognized as 
an incident of the employment.

. . . MASSACHUSETTS 


. . coverage is unusual. Employees 
performing casual tasks in the reg- 
ular course of employment are cov- 
ered if so ordered by a person in 
authority. Persons suffering from 
frost bite, sun stroke, or heat ex- 
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haustion are covered if these things 
were not contemplated in the con- 
tract of hire. Even persons injured 
by the physical force of a fellow em- 
ployee are covered whether or not 
the altercation was connected with 
the employment. Excluded from 
coverage are the usual: farm labor, 
domestic help, masters and seamen 
of ships engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce, professional ath- 
letes if their contracts provide for 
payment of wages during the disa- 
bility. The act is elective as to pub- 
lic employees. 

@® Injury in Massachusetts need 
not be accidental under the statute. 
Unlike most other states, the law 
requires only that it arise out of and 
in the course of the employment. 

@ Only two defenses are available 
to the employer: intentional self- 
injury and willful misconduct. And 
if the injury results in the death of 
the employee, even though brought 
on by willful misconduct, compen- 
sation will still be awarded to the 
employee’s dependents. 

@ That the employee is favored 
in Massachusetts can be seen by the 
100% penalty against the employer 
for serious and wilfull misconduct 
on his part. Massachusetts is one of 
the three jurisdictions providing for 
such a penalty and its the largest. 
The award is also doubled in the 
case of injury to an illegally em- 
ployed minor. 

® Under the occupational disease 
law, injuries to health are covered 
indefinitely. Infectious or contag- 
ious diseases under certain circum- 
stances are covered, and personal 
injuries resulting from silicosis or 
other pulmonary disease arising out 
of the granite industry are specific- 
ally covered. 

In the case of public employees 
who are entitled both to compensa- 
tion and to a pension, they must 
elect which of the two to receive. 

@ The doctrine of personal com- 
fort, universal throughout the coun- 
try, specifies that the employee does 
not leave the course of his employ- 
ment when he seeks a drink of 
water, goes to the washroom, smokes 
a cigarette, seeks fresh air, or the 
like—unless the extent of the de- 
parture is so great that an intent to 
abandon the job temporarily can be 
inferred. 

Massachusetts takes a narrow 
view on the personal comfort doc- 
trine. It says that if the method 
chosen to fulfill the need for per- 
sonal comfort is unusual or unrea- 
sonable, the act cannot be consid- 
ered part of the employment. How

this narrow interpretation applies is 
apparent in the Supreme Court 
opinion in Bolden’s Case (235 Mass. 
309): An employee, instead of 
drinking from a regular fountain 
provided for the purpose, attempted 
to fill a milk bottle from the foun- 
tain, and in the process injured him- 
self when the bottle broke. Com- 
pensation was denied with these 
words: 

“The drinking of water, as neces- 
sity required, was within the scope 
of the employment. The use of the 
bottle by the employee with refer-

ence to the fountain in the manner 
shown was no part of the employer’s 
business. The employer fulfilled his 
statutory duty by furnishing a well- 
recognized sanitary method of af- 
fording drinking water to his em- 
ployees. The bottle belonged to the 
employee and its use was not sanc- 
tioned or even known by the em- 
ployer. The employee was acting 
outside the scope of his employment 
when he interjected that foreign in- 
strumentality into his method of use 
of the fountain.”

4) Positive attachment of the 
cable end to the drum. It’s socketed 
into a special forged hook of alloy 
steel that’s fool-proofed against ac- 
cidental dislodgement. If accident- 
ally paid out to the end the cable 
simply winds around the drum in 
the opposite direction. 

5) Horizontal as well as vertical 
movement is made by the power 
winch. This eliminates fatigue that’s 
dangerous to a man working far 
above the ground. 

© A ten-foot swath can be painted 
with a brush by one man in one 
drop in a single unit. If you want 
a greater area covered than can be 
handled from one unit, just join two 
stages together by a walkway of any 
length. The stage can move while 
the workman is spraying material. 
When your worker wants to move 
horizontally he doesn’t have to come 
to the ground and then reposition his 
stage. He simply brings the stage to 
the top of its travel, attaches the free 
end of the built-in transfer chain to 
the structure about 3 feet from 
where the cable is fastened, in the 
direction he wants to travel. The 
“down” button is pressed until the 
cable is slack and the stage is en- 
tirely supported by the transfer 
chain. The cable is then attached to 
the structure about three feet 
from where the transfer chain 
was attached. Transfer chain is 
released by pressing the “up” 
button until the chain is slack 
enough to be lifted loose. The free 
end of the transfer chain is taken 
aboard the stage and the stage is 
again ready to descend. The trans- 
fer chain can be used to steady the 
stage against the structure. This 
hand-over-hand method of stage 
moving takes very little time, saves 
your worker’s strength and your 
money by speeding work.

Another stunt: a bandaged- 
swathed man was painted with the 288 cuts and lacerations 
suffered in the division last year. 
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A FOR SAFER TRAFFIC in and around 
the parking lot of its Camden plant, 
Esterbrook Pen Co. assigned two 
traffic directors at rush hours. And 
since visibility is likely to be poor 
in late afternoon, they equipped 
them with capes of luminescent ma- 
terial. 


LIKE BARRAGE BALLOONS used over 
Britain in W.W.2, Colorado Fuel & 
Iron Corp. used big, helium-filled 
balloons to kick off a safety cam- 
paign. Bearing the slogan “Keep 
’Em Flying,” they sailed in the sky 
until a lost-time accident grounded 
them. 


IT’S TOUGH TO SAVE MONEY these 
days, but a new plan now operating 
at The Texas Co. adds incentive to 
employees’ savings accounts. The 
savings plan works like this: the 
worker decides how much he wants 
to put away each month (between 
2 and 5 percent of his pay), then the 
company adds 50 cents for every 
dollar.
